2. Claims 1-7 and 10-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, Monson et al (USP 5,887,491 ) and Shibusawa (EP 1 203 955 A1 ) do not teach 
or suggest a mobile enhanced scanning solutions module comprising a software control 
subsystem coupled to a plurality of measurement subsystems sensing conditions in real 
time including at least one measured or detected contaminant and configuring or 
reconfiguring combinations of said plurality of measurement subsystems in real time, 
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prior to exhaust, including timing, sequencing, monitoring, logging or recording data in 

response to sensed conditions.
